However questionable the means by which 
England succeeded in forcing upom China the 
adoption of a more liberal policy, she deserves 





credit for taking no ungenerous advantage of 


the position towards that empire in which her 
arms had placed her. Those who were loudest 
in their denunciations of her aggressive ambi- 
tién, are the first to enter in at the door thrown 
open by her power. 

The empire of China is computed to contain 
840,000,000 British statute acres, with a popu- 
lation of upwards of 340,000,000 souls. The 
consumption and production of such a country 
are incalculable; no wonder that its trade 
should be sought so eagerly by the nations of 
Christendom. England, through the exclusive 
facilities for obtaining intelligence from China 
by way of the Nile and Isthmus of Suez, sever- 
al weeks in advance of the United States, 
which she hopes to secure by negotiation, cal 
culates upon obtaining a controling influence 
in this market. Ata recent banquet given in 
Manchester to Sir Henry Pottinger, the Mayor 
congratulated the manufacturers present upon 
the bright prospects opened by the China trea- 
ty. He stated that in the year ending Novem- 
ber 30th, 1843, there were shipped of plain cot- 
ton piece goods, to China, from the ports of Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Clyde, 1,148,381 pieces; but 
that in the following year the number had in- 
creased to 2,250,795.

China from England, in one-year, of £595,978. 

On the other hand, our own countrymen are 
no lesssanguine. They boast that their cottons 


supersede in the markets of the East those of 


all other countries, and that American lead has 
entirely supplanted English lead. But this is 
only a faint indication of what is to be, when 
the adventurous population of these States 
shall have overpassed the Rocky Mountains, 
and erected a new and powerful State in Ore- 
gon, connected with the Atlantic seaboard by 


railroad, and with Asia by steam, thus becom-| 


ing the great mart of two worlds. ‘Through 
Oregon, it is anticipated, this country will con- 
trol the trade of the rich islands of the Pacific, 
China and India. 

Can it be that England, in view of the im- 
mense advantages the possession of Oregon will 
give her in the markets of China, will let go 
her grasp upon it? May we not find in the 
vision of her statesmen, sweeping with vigilant 
eye the whole horizon of commerce, until it 
glances along a canal through the Isthmus of 
Darien, upwards then to a thriving, powerful 
colony on the Columbia, within six days steam 
navigation of the Sandwich Islands, and send- 
ing out itsrichly freighted vessels across the 
mild Pacific to the thronging shores of China— 
may we not find in such visions, a reason for 
the strong reluctance of the British Govern- 
ment to come to any definite understanding in 
regard to, the settlement of the Oregon ques- 
tion? 

What a remarkable race these two empires, 
the English and the American, are running!— 
Mother and Daughter, both seem animated by 
the same Commercial Heroism. One, with a 
Continent for its dwelling place, the other en- 
throned upon the Deep, the world seems too 
small for their enterprise. 





General Assembly and the Black 
Laws. 

If the question .could be put to the people of 
Ohio, shall the colored man continue to be de: 
prived of the right to testify in courts of jus- 
tice, we have no doubt that three-fifths of them 
would answer, no. The law is gratuitous ma- 
lignity. Noone is absurd enough to believe 
that it subservesa single good purpose. It does 
not keep a single black .emigrant out of the 
State—it does not induce any one to Icave the 
State. It is not necessary to the rights of the 
white man, but sometimes subversive of them; 
and it always tends to defeat the objects of 
justice, where black men are concerned. And 
yet how does our General Assembly act upon 
the question? 

Mr. Perkins on the 3d inst., reported his bill 
to repeal this law. The question being on or- 
dering it to be engrossed, it was briefly opposed 
by Messrs. Baldwin and Gregory, and supported 
by Messrs. Perkins, Anderson, Cox and Cod- 
ding. 

Mr. Gregory moved to lay it upon the table; 
this motion was sustained by the mover and 
Messrs. Jones and O’Ferrall, and opposed by 
Messrs. Eckley, Perkins and others. 

Mr. Jones moved a call of the Senate— 
Messrs. Loudon, Wood and Crouse were ex- 
cused from voting. 

The previous question was then demanded, 
but the demand was unsustained, there being a 
tie vote. 

Motions to postpone and to recommit were 
successively lost, as was also a motion of Mr. 
Jones’, to amend the bill in such a manner as 
to remove the'disabilities from such blacks and 
mulattoes as have given security. 

The question then recurring on ordering the 
bill to be engrossed fora third reading, it was 
lost by a tie vote—16 and 16, as follows :

Mr. O’Neal moved a reconsideration of the 
vote—Mr. Jones moved to lay that motion on 
the table, which prevailed—and the Senate took 
a recess. ' 

It is proper to say, that the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Senate are responsible for the de- 
feat of this bill. A few of the Whig members 
voted with them, but the great majority planted 
themselves on the ground of right. This does 
not change our views in regard to the expedi- 
ency of maintaining our Liberty organization. 
The Whig party is still a compromising party; 
but every anti-slavery man, every man -who 
loves truth and justice, will note the fact, that 
the Democratic party, if fairly represented by 
the Senate of this State, has re-resolved to vio- 
late every principle of right in regard toa cer- 
tain portion of our fellow beings. We suppose it 
is a part of the compact. Whether this policy will 
aid them in regaining their ascendancy in the 
State, remains to be seen. Were the Democrats 
true to their own principles, as it regards slavery 
and the rights of the colored man, there can be 
no doubt that they would soon acquire and per- 
petually retain the ascendancy in every free 
State of the Union: it is to their gross falsifica- 
tion of their principles in theae. respects, and 
the general deterioration consequent thereup- 
on, that we attribute their fluctuating success

The Prospect, 

To an observant mind, the prospect ofa com- 
plex waras the result of the labors of the pre- 
sent Congress, must seem more and more proba- 
ble. ‘The passage of the annexation resolution 
by the Senate, and its ratification by Texas, 
will, of course, bring us into direct collision 
with Mexico. 

The letter of Mr. Calhoun to Mr. King, fla- 
grantly impeaching the honesty of the British 
Government, assailing its whole scheme of poli- 
cy, and laboring to array a world in hostile op- 
position to it, has exasperated the English peo- 
ple, and inflicted a wound upon the pride ofthe 
Government, which will rankle a long time. 
Right on the heel of these transactions comes 
the Oregon bill. The House, by adopting Mr. 
Weller’s motion to take the bill out of Commit- 
tee of the Whole, with a view to ‘close all de- 
bate upon it, shows its fixed resolution to adopt 
it. It will probably be passed by the Senate, 
possibly receive the assent of the Executive. 
Now, remember, that the bill provides for the 
establishment of a territorial government in 
Oregon—that this is a large and rich territory, 
that the English people (although we think on 
no valid grounds) are just as firmly persuaded 
of the goodnessof their claims to it, as we are 
of ours—that negotiations are at this moment 
on foot. for the settlement of the question—but 


that the passage of thig bill will abruptly, an 
in a manuer not quitedacceptable itieb. 


Fovernment, put a period to these negotiations. 
What can be expected under such circumstan- 
ces? We speak not deprecatingly—we would 
sacrifice no one of our rights to force—indeed, 
war, horrible as it is, would most probably in 
the end produce a result, entirely unexpected 
by the Hotspurs of Congress, a result which 
might contribute to the future strength of the 
nation. No—we are now speaking alone of 
probabilities, What, we ask, might we expect? 
Would that proud, ambitious Government tame- 
ly succumb to our defiant policy? He who 
imagines this, must have read history to but 
little purpose. Every man of common sense 
must see, that the result would be, a war with 
the greatest empire on earth, whose fixed poli- 
cy, Mr. Calhoun being judge, is to labor for the 
extinction of Slavery throughout the world.— 
And would it become less her policy, when all 
her passions were inflamed by war? Would 
War give her fewer facilities than Peace, for 
the consummation of her policy?

important Case. 
The case of Samuel Watson, claimed as a 
slave by Mr. Hoppess, came before’ Judge§Reed, 
of the Supreme Bench of this State, yesterday, 
on a writ of habeas corpus. The return was, 
that Samuel Watson was aslave by birth: be- 
longing to a Mr. Adams in Virginia, that four 
years ago he was taken with Adams’ consent 
to Arkansas: that Adams deeded him to Hop- 
pess for the benefit of his wife: that Hoppess 
went to Arkansas after him, brought him up the 
Ohio river, and, while within the jurisdiction of 
Kentucky, requested the Captain of the boat to 
land him at Covington instead of Cincinnati: 
that the Captain in disregard of this request, 
came with him to the latter place: that the boat 
was made fast below low water mark; and that 
Watson was in the stern of the boat, under or- 
ders not to leave. 
The Hall on Fourth street was crowded with 
a great number of our citizens, who manifested 
a deep interest in the proceedings. 
Mr. Birney opened the ease in behalf of Wat- 
son, ina speech which occupied some two hours 
and a half, stating with distinctness, and sus- 
taining by a strong array of argument and au- 
thority, the points intended to be pressed upon 
the Court. Weare able to present but a brief 
view of what we deemed an able argument. 
1. The first point he raised was, that the State 
of Ohio has jurisdiction to the middle of the 
River Ohio. This he argued byan appeal to 
the. Common Law, and to various authorities. 
2. The second point was, that under the laws 
of Ohio, the claimant of a fugitive from service 
or labor from another State, cannot arrest him 
without warrant. : 
In reply to the only objection, that the 
arrest was justified by the law of Congress 
of 1793, he took the ground that this was an 
unconstitutional law; supporting it by an ap- 
peal to the language of the clause in the Com 
stitution in relation to fugitives from service; 
by reference to the limited nature of the power 
of Congress, and the absence of any power con- 
ferred on it by said clause. It was unconstitu- 
tional too, because it authorized an unreasona- 
ble seizure without warrant—a deprivation of 
liberty without due process of law. It was re- 
pugnant to the ordinance of 87. It attempts 
toclothe with judicial power persons not offi- 
cers of the United States Government; but Con- 
gress can do no such thing. It provides thata 
certificate granted, ona summary examination 
before a Magistrate, who has no authority to 
summon witnesses, or detain for safe-keeping 
the party claimed, shall deprive a person, free 
so far as is known, of his right to discharge on 
writ of habeas corpus, and right of trial by ‘ju- 
ty. Cotemporary writers, Jay, Madison, Ham- 
ilton, in discussing this clause of the Constitu- 
tion word by word, found no such powers con- 
ferred by it, as the law presupposes. No power 
to legislate on the subject is vested in Congress, 
directly or by implication; allthat the clause 
does is to impose a certain restriction on State 
legislation, 
Various other views were taken under this 
head, which we have not room to state, 
3. The third point was, that slavery in Ar- 
kansas is opposed to the third article of the 
Treaty with France, of 1803, and to the consti- 
tution of the United States, and is therefore il- 
legal. The Treaty expressly entitled the in- 
habitants, not free inhabitants, not citizens, but 
the inhabitants to all the rights and_ privileges 
of the United States; and by the Constitution, 
Congress cannot deprive any person, of habeas 
corpus, trial by jury, free exercise of religion, 
the right to bear arms, protection from unwar- 
rantable searches and seizures, of life, liberty, or 
property, without due process of law: but the

The bill having been gone through, seetion 
‘by section, Mr. Brown offered as an amend- 
ment, ati additional section to the bill, declar- 
ing thatthe bill shall not operate to deprive 
jects of Great Britain of any rights en- 
joyed by. them under the Covention, for a 
joint occupancy of the Oregon Territory until 
said joint occupancy shall be rightfully termi- 
nated, The amendment was agreed to. 
Mr. Hammett of Mississippi, offered, as an 
amendment, an additional section, requiring 
the President to give notice. to the British 
Government of the intention of this Govern- 
ment to terminate the joint occupancy at the 
end of twelve months, and, in the meantime, 
confirming to the subjects of Great Britain 
their rights, &c. The amendment was agreed 
to by a vote of 79 yeas to 78 nays. 
Mr. Garrett Davis, of Kentucky, offered a 
substitute for the whole bill. It provides that 
if the negotiation, now in progress, in relation 
to the Oregon title, be not successfully termi- 
nated on or before the 4th of Julymext, the 
President shall give the notice provided for in 
the Convention, between the two governments, 
for a joint occupancy, dnd shall terminate said 
joint hey at the end of twelve months. 
It was.rejected by a large vote. 
~ Phe Committee then rose and the bill and 
amendments were reported to the House. 
A t deal of informal discussion followed, 
in relation to printing the bill, and the state 
the subject would be in on Monday, if the House 
should new adjourn;;after having sustained a 
motion for the previousquestion. Much confu- 
sion occurred. 
Nothing further was done but to order the 
main question to be put, the decision of which 
will be the first business on Monday. 

The House adjourned at twenty minutes past 
3 o’clock.

Law and Public Sentiment, 


“In a Government like ours, where the law is 
not in fact an embodiment of public sentiment, 
as it is in theory, it is a dead letter.” * * * 
“Any attempts to urge forward reforms wheth- 
er political or moral, by legal enactments in ad- 
vance of public sentiment, must prove abortive, 
and if pushed with zeal, in many cases are the 
cause of much evil.”— Times. 


There is much truth in this, truth which is 
no “new light” to us, as our neighbor imagines 
itis. Still these assumptiongare not all truc. 
A law may be obnoxious to & large majority of 
the American Peopleyand yet, to'a great~cx- 
tent, secure their Obedience. ‘The present post 
office system, with its enormous rates, and im- 
mense abuse of the franking privilege, is re- 
garded by many asa nuisance, by nearly all, 
asa great evil. But, it is not therefore a dead 
letter. They see a way to reform it, by the le- 
gal action of their representatives, and al- 
though the process is a tedious one, they wait 
in hope, and suffer long. 

Again: what is meant by “public opin- 
ion?” Is it the opinion of all the People; ofa 
great proportion of them ; of a large majority ; 
of a bare majority ; or of a noisy, active mi- 
nority ? For, it may happen, that while three- 
fifths of the whole people may be favorable to 
a certain reform, and yet, owing to the absence 
of any peculiar interest in it, almost passive, 
the other two-fifths, with strong pecuniary in- 
terests involved in it, may be so active and 
boisterous, as to constitute what is called, “pub- 
lic sentiment.” ar | 
The truth is, public sentiment is an uncer- 
tain standard of legislation. That enactments, | 
far in advance of it, will be poorly sustained, 
and that enactments directly opposed to it, 
will generally be inoperative, is admitted ; but, 
it frequently happens that public sentiment is 
ascertained, by the passage of a lav, and many 
a law is not enacted, in fear of this controll- 
ing Force, which in fact would energetically 
sustain it. t 

When great social and political evils exist 
in a free State, the first appeal should be made 
to the People.’ If the evils rest upon positive 
enactment, the first duty, after exposing the 
nature of the evils, is to direct attention 
to the remedy—repeal by counter enactments. 
This is a safe course, because public sentiment, 
that is, the will of a majority, as we define it,. 
must precedé legislation,and the enactments}

around the body of St. Charles, in expectation, 
that healing virtues would cmanate fromit, but 
in vain. , Death came upon them inthe, holy 
place; the horns of the altar were no.safe-guard 
against the plague. 

But the, most terrible illustration of the pow- 
et. of superstitious fear remains to be told. “It 
was.on the morning of the 22d of April that 
some persons going into the streets at day break 
first. observed certain stains along the walls, as 
ifthey had been annojnted with some white 
and ycllow unctuous matter,” The idea was 


fect of this anointing, and that certain evil- 
minded persons must. be at the bottom of the 
mischief. It was no sooner started than it took 
possession of the popular imagination. The 
consternation of the city increased, and it was 
mingled with ferocious indignation, and a fell 
purpose to detect the murderous wretches who 
could thus lay hands on the life of a whole city. 
The delusion was not confined to the lower 
classes, but subjected the most intelligent 
minds, and the magistracy were as deeply in- 
fected as the most ignorant of the populace.— 
Rigid investigations were at once instituted, 
and as might be expected, detection followed, 
One victim after another was arrested—the tor- 
ture wasapplied, and confession extorted in the 
midst of the breaking of bones, and dislocating 
of joints. To secure to himself a temporary 
respite, one poor wretch would lic against him- 
self, while another would accuse his neighbor. 
And what is passing strange, “one Baruello 
voluntarily gave himself ‘up on thesame charge.” 
He announced that there was a bandof them, 
all working under the guidance of one leader, 
and on the rack he implicated the son of the 
Governor of Milan as the principal criminal. 
Fortunately this young man succeeded in pro- 
ving analibi, but even then he escaped with 
the utmost difficulty. 

Perhaps a more heart-sickening instance of 
abject superstition has never been exhibited — 
But, let him that thinketh he standeth, take 
heed lest he fall. Noone can set limits to the 
power of Imagination, especially when excited 
by fear. “Give it rein, and, under certain cir- 
cumstances, it will runaway with the strong- 
est intellect. Surely, our own history within 
the last five ycars has not been wanting in in- 
stances of its extraordinary power over certain 
classes of our fellow citizens,

Exopus 21: 2-6, 

“If thon buy (procure) a Hebrew servant,” of 
whom? Of himself, as Joseph did the Egyp- 
tians, in Gen. 47? Or of some third person, his 
owner, a3 slaveholders do? , ;This,sale was only 
for the term of six years, and could not thete- 
fore have well been as property,» because the 
latter is usually vested in the owner without 
any limitation; and this kind’ of sale appears 
to have been a general law or rule, and not an 
exception. There is no probability from these 
words that this was, a slave sale. 

Verse 4th: “The wife and her children shall 
be the master’s,”’ her master’s what? Hisslaves 
or his free’servants, which? ‘Fort they might 
from these words have been either, but the 
morality of the Bible requires us to believe that 
they were free servants and not slaves. 


in the following way.. The ,servant’s term be- 
ing six years, his wife’s term was the same also, 
and both by the Jewish custom of hiring, But 
as the wife’s term coinmenceéd subsequently to 
that.of the husband, it would terminate last, 
and thus it happened that. the husband became 


his own term.. If, therefore, he wished to con- 
tinue his services during the balance of his 
wife’s term, the law provided that the new con- 
tract to that effect be ratified by a solemn cer - 
mony in presence of the Judges, to prevent 


their servants for their own families to prac- 
tice oppression upon them. Weare not cer- 
tain that we now have the exact meanin 
the two Hebrew words,“Edh” and “Olaum,e't 
latter of which is here rendered “forever” 
the common English translation; the most that 
can be said of their meaning, with certainty, 
is that “Edh,” signifies time seen, known and 
definite, while “*Olaum” signifies time unseen, 
hidden, and indefinite. When used together 
they may perhaps be correctly rendered forever, 
everlasting, eternal, &c. “Olaum” alone may 
mean ever, always, and is certainly used in the 
Seriptures ina manner as indefinite as those 
words are in the English language. As it would 
be absurd to suppose it meant in this passage a 
term longer than the natural life of the servant, 
(which must be indeed a very short “forever,”) 
so it is not probable that it meant a term long- 
er than.the balance of the wife’s term, which 
explanation best harmonizes the Levitical law. 
t seems singular that so little attention 
has’ been paid by pro-slavery writers to Ex 
odus 21: 7-11, which is just as likely from the 
words and description to have been a slave 
sale as those under the former statute were. 
It isthe case of the sale'of a “maid servant,” 
(not a slave) by her own parent, and the rights 
secured, to. her by the statute, show that she 
never could have been intended to be the mere 
property of her master,’as real slavesare. This 
perhaps is the reason why it is generally passed 
by the advocates of slavery without notice. It 
is probably impossible for us.at this late period 
to ascertain precisely either the object or effect 
of this statute, because many ancient, modes of 
human action and conduct, as well as the lan- 
guage employed in describing them, were so 
essentially different from any that: are known 
in modern times. But whatever.the modesand 
objects of these two last statutes ro there is. 
not the least evidence in the world except in 
the use of the words “buy” and’ eteaphoped’ 
in describing them (whi loym:

\“naid” in the 6th verse of the same 25th chap- 
ter! The Hébrew word (Quanah)falsely or rather 
imperfeetlyt ranslated “buy” in the 44th & 45th 
verses, literally means to “get,” gain, acquire, 
procure, possess, obtain, corresponding in mean- 
ing exactly with the English word “acquire.” 
Still like the English words “get,” “acquire,” 
“procure,” &c., it is very frequently used in 
the Old Testament in the sense of “buy” or 
“purchase.” Nor would we complain of the 
common translation of it in this passage, pro- 

vided it were intended to describe the volun- 
tary sales and purchases of Hebrew servants 
regulated in other parts of the:same code, 
which it is not. ‘The object of the perversion 
was intended to describe slave sales, whereas 
the real object of the statute was, to enable the 
Israclites to hire free servants from the sur- 
roanding nations! ‘Che Hebrew word (Goim) 
falsely translated “heathen” in 44 verse always 
literally means “nations,” and though it is fre- 
quently rendered “ heathen”, in other parts of 
the Old ‘Testament, such rendering is always 
incorrect, It-is generully supposed. that the 
nations which originally surrounded ancient. 
Isracl were real heathen. Undoubtedly they 
were such, to some extent, but we believe they 
swell knew the nature and objects of the Levit- 
ical law, and were more or less under its in- 
fluence. 


Lev. 25; 39—43, 44—46. 

One object of the false translation “bond 

men” and “bond maids,” was to induce readers 

to believe thut it was those supposed foreign 

slaves that were to be “inherjted,” and thus to 

justify inheritable negro slavery. . It is true, 

the Hebrew word (Nauhal) rendered ‘possess’ 

in my translation may he correctly rendered 

inherit whenever the context shows such to 

be its true meaning. But who were to inherit? 

and who were to be “inherited” agreeable to 

the true meaning of the statute? In order to 

decide this point correctly, the critical reader 

is desired especially to notice, that at the com- 

mencement of the 44th verse and the termina- 

tion of the 46th, the Jews were addressed dis- 

tributively or in the singular number, as indi- 

viduals; but in the temainder of the statute 

they are addressed collectively, or in the plural 

number, as a nation or whole people. This 

change of address furnishes the key to the true 

objects and meaning of the whole statute.— 

The special object of the distributive part of 
the address was, to regulate and establish the 

custom of free foreign service in the nation, 

and to prevent its abuse by the. customary 

clause at the end of the statute, forbidding 

masters to take advantage of their ‘power as 
such, to’wrong their servants. See Lev. 19: 13; 

25: 17, 43; Mal. 3: 5; and other passages. This 
view of the subject is strongly corroborated 
by the fact that as soon as foreigners of any 
description became settled in Israel by prose- 
lyteism and conversion to the true faith they 
became adopted Israelites, entitled all to the 
rights and privileges, both spiritual and tempo- 
ral of native Israelites,and as such wereas much 
“brethren,” and “children of Israel” as the rest 
were. The special object of the collective 
part.of the address was to encourage the incor- 
poration and union of the surrounding nations 
with the Jewish nation, which was to “inherit” 
these nations, their “families” settled in Israel, 
and for that purpose, and not the false’ “bond- 
men” and “bond maids” as was intended by the 
perversion, 

The whole statute was in fact a sort of natur- 
alization act, dimly, but yet distinctly exhibit- 
ing the peculiar economy of the Jewisly dispen- 
sation, which was to convert the whole world 
to righteousness by proselyteism to the true re 
ligion, and incorporation into one nation under 
one priesthood and form of civil government. 
The other nations were to be the “ possession” 
and “inheritance” of the Jews for this special 
purpose, and for this only ; for the context of 
the Levitical law clearly shows, that there was 


nation, whatever there might have been of of- 
ficial’ duties. The whole policy, form and 
structure of the Levitical law furnishes the 
most upright and equitable code of republican 
government the world ever saw, and as such is 
now the most worthy of study by republican 
legislators, A few perversions of it only need 
brushing to restore it to its primitive beauty. 
The economy of the Christian dispensation is 
different—but the object of it is the same. By 
that cconomy the true religion is to be propa- 
gated by means of voluntary missions, until 
the whole world is ¢onverted to the true faith, 
in which case, ‘all the nations will voluntarily 
unite in one nation, and become a “holy people 
jealous of good work.” This event we think 
will be the commencement of the millenium. 
In the Septuagint the translation of these 
verses isnearly as literalasin my own. The 
Septuagint is a Greek.version of the Old Testa- 
ment, made more than two thousand years ago,. 
and imperfect as it may be is yet strong evi- 
dence to prove how little alteration the Hebrew 
text has undergone during that long period. In 
the present instant it also shows, that the 
great perversion undet ‘consideration is of re- 
cent date. Indeed as a matter of historical 
fact, it was never heard’ of till the commence- 
ment of negro slavery among Christians, 
about four hundred years ago, when it was first 
forged by the Catholic clergy and ratified by 
the Pope, for the moral justification of the 
system. And I am sorry to be obliged to say, 
that this: most wicked policy of the Catholic 
piety has been but too faithfully followed by 
rotestants in general, for the same most wick- 
ed purpose. They have suffered this and other 
perversions for thé same purpose to stand-with- 
out correction or rebuke, and thus defile the 
ure word of God, though many ‘of them’ fhust 
i ave well known of their cxistence and ob. 
yeet. es F ‘ 
I know not to what to ascribe the neglect of 
such writersas Mr. Crothers and Mr. Wield to 
expose and correct this translation. In true 
‘anti-slavery policy, this perversion ought first 
of all’ to ‘have been attacked, exposed and re- 
futed,for it ever has been, and. yet is the main 
piles and fortress of pro-slavery support.— 
specially dol regret that Mr. Crothérs, whose 
authority in biblical matters is so extensively 
and deservedly great, shonld have given any 
countenance to this perversion in his “ Gospel 
of the Jubilee.”

The General Assembiy--Reports on 
the Black Laws, 
We are indebted to Mr. Flinn for the reports 
of the majority and minority of the Select 
Committee appointed by the House to consider 
the petitions for the repeal of the Black Laws. 
The Report of the majority is signed by Robert 
F. Payne, N. P. Johnson, B. Randall; that of 
the minority by Edward Archbold and Isaac 
Spear. 
The former is a strong, and manly argument 
in favor of repeal; the latter, a queer, good- 
natured, rather contradictory, and somewhat 
hypocritical argument against repeal. 
The majority go back to first principles— 
to the Declaration of Rights by the Congress 
of 1776; to the practical recognition of these 
rights in the several States, and their formal 
recognition fn the ordinance of ’87, and in the 
Constitution of Ohio.

ic grove, and was an assemblage of philoso- 


but Edward and Isaac of the Ohio General As- 
sembly, toil-worn, and care-furrowed, with the 
dust and sweat of practical life upon them, fecl 
it to be their gloomy destiny to enact the 
parts, not of philosophers, but statesmen; and 
therefore, to use their own verdant language, to 
turn their “ reluctant gaze from the beautiful, 
green fields of imagination, to the diversified 
landscape of real life!” 

Nevertheless, these practical statesmen of the 
19th century, find it necessary to preliminate a 
little philosophy, as the ground work of the 
statesman-like argument they are about toerect. 
They think there are two standards of human 
policy, one “the theoretical perfection, the 
chief good, the beau ideal;” “the other, the stand- 
ard of what is practicable and attainable. The 
difference is in degree, not in kind.” For ex- 
ample, Freedom is the true “theoretical perfec- 
tion, the chief good, the beau ideal,” but Slavery 
is at times, the only policy which is “practica- 
ble and attainable.” In this case, “the differ- 
ence is in degree not in kind!” Again: equal 
and Exact Justice to all men is “absolute theo- 
retical perfection, the chief good, the beau 
ideal,” of human policy—but Injustice to whole 
classes of men is sometimes, the only policy 
that is “ practicable and attainable.” In this 
case, “the difference is in degree, not in kind!” 


We venture to say, that the Congress of 1776 
with all their philosophy, never reached the 
sublimity of such a “day-dream” as this. 

They then proceed to lay down the proposi- 
tion, that the Anglo-Saxon cannot harmonise 
with the Son of Ham; and to prove it, they re- 
fer to two cases of collision between white and 
colored men. In one, a white man overturned 
the wagon of a “Son of Ham,” a quarrel en- 
sued, and the result was, the death of the son| 
of Japhet. In the other case, the two races 
quarreled in a field in Belmont, in the persons 
of two representatives, and the catastrophe 
was, the loss of a white ear. Hence, the impos- 
sibility of Ham and Japhet ever harmonising— 
for it is a notorious fact, that the children of Ja- 
phet never quarrel among themselves—white 
men never lose their ears by white men! 

But, as if half concious of the inconclusive- 
ness of such examples, they refer to the scenes 
once upon a time enacted in Philadelphia and 
Cincinnati. They forget that there have been 
more mobs in both these places against white

ty, that I shall nothing palliate or deny; conscious 
of my own duty to the American people, I have 
iearlessly discharged it : and as I never played the 
sycophant to men for the sake of office, though 
sacrificing some personal pride in the cause of the 
political principles of that party, to some. portion 
of which I owe nothing so in defeat, I have noth- 
ing to deplore but. the common calamities of the 
country. 

To the people of Kentucky I would humbly sug- 
gest that I am the son of one of the first pioneers 
of the West—a man who, in an obscure way, ren- 
dered some service to his country, bothin the coun- 
cil and in the field; he was one of the founders of the 
State Constitution, and‘his services were not un- 
appreciated by those who have perpetuated his 
memory, by giving his name to one of the counties 
ot the Commonwealth. I speak not of these things 
ina vain spirit, or from overweening filial affec- 
tion but to remind those men.of yesterday, that 
they are presuming too much upon popular credul- 
ity, and their ewn significance, when they set 
themselves up as the exclusive guardians of the 
honor and welfare of the State and undertake 
to denounce and ostracise me as an enemy 
of the country. Having some small imter- 
est in the soil, as well as in the good name 
of the Commonwealth, with all my humili- 
ty and love of equality, I cannot but give utter- 
ance to some touches of contempt and indignation 
towards those feeders upon the crumbs which fal 
trom other men’s tables, who affect so much sen- 
sibility about the property of thecountry. If there 
is in our State something improper or” d 1s 
to be talked or written about, I put it every. 
true and manly Kentuckian, if that thing is not 
improper and dangerous in its existence among us? 
And if so, is he whe wadaveekas to remove the evil 
the enemy of his country? Or rather, is not that 

man, who, seeing the wrong, for the sake of popu- 
larity, and a narrow self-interest, in opposition to 
the welfare of the great mass of the people, dares 
not attempt its extinction, a traitor and a coward, 
and truly deserving the execration of his country- 
men? Iam not ashamed to admit that {am the 
uncompromising foe of tyranny, wherever display- 
ed; and I proudly avow myself the eternal enemy 
of slavery. At the same time, experience-taught 
charity warns me to lose none of my sympathy or 
the slave-holder, because of his misfortune or his 
fault : and whilst I would be just to the Black, I 
am free to confess, that every feeling of associa- 
tion, and instinctive sentiment of self-elevation, 
leads me seek the welfare of the White, whatever 
may be the consequences of liberation to the Af- 
rican. 
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slaves, I regarded them with in- 
r g no departure from morals oreco- 
nomical progress in the tenure. ‘The emancipation 
movement on 1830, affected me as it did most 
persons at the time; and I felt pose tal and “a 
ing emotions springing up in my bosom, when 

had resolved, in pak with ~ lamented broth- 
er, to liberate my slaves. I authorized him to put 
my name to the Emancipation Society formed 
about that time in Mercer county. In the same 
year I went on to Yale College, ina free State. 1 
was not blind, and therefore saw a people living 


city of New York, for $6 - 
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omnipotence ome only tothefree. A loone and 
inadequate respect for the rights of property, af ne- 
eessity follows in the wake Of slavery. Duelling, 
bloodshed and Lynch law leave but little security 
1o n. A general demoralization has corrupt- 
ed the first minds in the nation; its hot contagion 
has spread among the whole people; licentiousness, 
crime and bitter hate infest us at home; repudiation 
and the forcible ek ae of slavery is array- 
ing against us the world in arms. I appeal to his- 
tory, to reason, to nature, and to conscience which 
neither time nor space, nor fear nor hate, nor hope 
of reward, nor crime, nor pride, nor selfishness, can 
utterly silence—are not these things true? A min- 
ute comparison of the free and slave States, so of- 
tenand ably made, I forbear, I leave this unwill- 
ing and bitter proof to each man's observation and 
retlection.—There is, however, one consideration 
which I would urge upon all, because it excludes 
all ‘fanaticism and enthusiasm.’ Kentucky will 
be richer in dollars and cents by emancipation, and 
slave holders will be wealtnier by the change. 

T assert, from my own knowledge, that lands uf 
the same quality in the free, are from 100 to 150 
per cent. higher in value than in’ the slave States: 
in some cases probably six hundred per cent. high- 
er! Lands six miles from Cincinnati, in Ohio, | 
am credibly informed, are worth $60 per acre, 
whilst in Kentucky, at the same distance trom that 
city, and of the same quality, they are worth only 
$10 per acre! Now the slave holders of the State 
are, with rare exceptions, the land holders of the 
State; they, therefore, absolutely increase their for- 
tune by liberating their slaves, even without com- 

nsation, Thus if I own 1,000 acres of land in 

‘ayette, it is worth $50,000; say I own 12 slaves 
worth $5,000, the probable ratio between land and 
slaves; if my land rise to. the yalue of the free 
State standard, which it must do, my estate be- 
comes worth (losing the value of the slaves,$5,000,) 
$95,000: If it rises to $150 per acre, three times 
its present value, as [most sincerely believe it 
would do in twenty years after emancipation, the 
man owning 1,000 acres of land, not worth $50 
per acre, would be worth, under the free system, 

145,000. Now this assertion 1s fully proven by 
facts open toall. Kentucky was settled by wealthy 
emigrants; Ohio by luborers. Kentucky is the se- 
nior of Ohio by nearly one-half of the existence of 
thelatter. Kentucky is the superior of Ohio in 
soil, climate, minerals and timber, to say nothing 
of the beauty of -her surface—and yet Ohio's taxes 
for 1843 amounted to $2,361,482 81, whilst Ken- 
tucky’s tax is only $343,617 66. Thus showing 
Ohio’s superior productive energy over Kentucky. 
Ohio has 23 electoral votes to our 13, and outstrips 
us in about the same ratio in all things else. 
comparison of the older free and slave States will

I had been taught to regard Connecticut as a land 
of wooden nutmegs and leather pumpkin seed 
yet there was a land of sterility without paupers, 
and a people where no man was to be found who 
could not write his name, and read his lawsand his 
bible. These were strange — but far more 
strange, passing strange will it be, Kentuckians, 
if you shall not come to the same conclusjon to 
whieh I was compelled, that liberty, religion and 
education were the cause of all these things, and 
the true foundation of individual happiness and 
national glory. In 1835 1 introduced a common 
school bill into the House of Representatives of 
Kentucky; it was lost. In 18381 had the pleas- 
ure of voting for the present common school law, 
in common with a great majority of my compeers. 
Before 1840, I was convinced that universal educa- 
tion ina slave State was impossible! Whilst I

Let us liberate our 
slaves, and make friends instead of enemies for the 





now write, the eight hundred thousand dollars set 
aside, frem the proceeds of the sales of the public 
lands, for common schools, surreptiously appro- 
priated to internal improvements, confirm my con- 
clusion. ‘There is not a single cent in the great 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, appropriated to the 
education of her people! C. A. Wickliffe, in a 
convention of teachers in 1840, at Frankfort, said: 
“If slavery and common schools be incompatible, I 
say let slavery perish.” The sentiment was met 
with tremendous applause. Men of Kentucky, 
what say you? Time has proved that they are in- 
compotibie—astt a single slave State has succeeded, 
from the beginning, in the general education of her 
citizens. Governor Hammond, of South Carolina, 
says in his message to the Legislature—The free 
school system isa failure—its failure isowing ty 
the fact that it does not suit our people or our gov- 
ernment.” Experience and réason have long since 
proclaimed the same unwelcome fact. _ . 
Whilst. Mr. Wickliffe was speculating I was 
acting. By. aid of the law of 1833, I hoped ulti- 
mately to emancipate the State from ignorance, 
poverty and crime. Kentucky called upon all her 
sons, by all the glorious memories of the past, by 
all the fond hopes of the future, to resist those 
who, by the repeal, of that law and a retrogade 
movement, would sink her into the everduring 
night and ‘lower deep’ of perpetual slavery. The 
time had at last come, when I was to play the sel- 
fish time-server for office and temporary elevation 
or planting myself upon. the eternal principles of 
truth, justice and reason, looking to conscience, to 
sterity and to God, to fall proudly in their cause 
hat though I be ‘a fanatic or an enthusiast’ in 
holding that slavery is contrary to the Declaration 
of American Independence; the Constitution of the 
United States; the common law of our Englisli in- 
heritance; and in vielation of the laws ot nature 
and of God—the effects of it are beyond all contro- 
versy; the monumental of time has written 
them in characters of horrible distinctness: turning 
the dewey heavens into brass, and scathing the 
green earth withsterility and decay. The whole 
South cries out with anguteh eaai nst this and that 
measure of national injury; implo denoun- 
ces in alternate puerility; makes and ufitmakes 
idents; enacts and Is laws with a peto- 
nce and recklessness, more worthy of manly in- 
dignation, than the pitjable forbearastbe rar the 
North. Yet no relief comes tothe sinking patient; 
her hypochondniecal ilusi e not dispelled; she 
cannot, she will not see that Slavery, nothing but 
slavery, in the cause of her ruin. Her fields relapse 
into primitive sterility; her population wastes away; 
manufactures recede from the infected border; trade 
languishes; decay trenches upon her meagre accu- 
mulations of taste or utility; gaunt famine stalks 
into the shattered portals of the homestead; the 
hearth stone is invaded by a more relentless intru- 
der than the officer of the Jaw; and the castle that 
may stand before the sword, falls by this slow, se- 
cret and resistless enemy; the blood of the bod 
litic is frozen at the core; atrophy paralyses all 
its limbs; sullen despair begins to display itself up- 
on the care-worn faces of men; the Heavens and 
the earth ery aloud—the eternal laws of happiness 
and existence have been trampled under foot; and 
yet, witha most pitiable infatuation, the South still 
clings to slavery. 

e competition of unrequitted service, slave 
labor, dooms the laboring white millions of these 
States to poverty; poverty gives them over to go: 
rance; an ignoraube and poverty are the igh 
roads to crime and suffering. Among the more 
fortunate property holders, religion and morality 
are sta g and dying.—Idleness, extravigance, 
unthriftiness, and want of energy, precipitate slave- 
holders into frequent and unheard of bankruptcies, 
such as are unknown in free States and well order- 
ed Monarchies. ‘The spirit of uncontrolled com- 
mand vitiates our temperaments, and destroys that 
evenness of temper, and equanimity of soul, which 
are the sheet anchors ess and safety ina 
world of unattainable desire and inexorable evil. 
Population is sparse, and without nun:bers there is 
neither tition nor division of labor, and of 
meaeeiay = a om lenaehe suet us.

Science, literature 
and art are strangers here; poets, historians, artists

man; creating ification for the body, and giving

evil day; for all the signs of the times proclaim 
that the elements of revolution are among us,when 
the crisis comes, if we are free, all will be safe; if 
not, no man can see the end. - British emancipation 
has gone before us, proving _all things safe. The 
price of lands im the colonies is admitted on all 
hands to have risen in value, in spite cf all the 
enemies of freedom, these are the eternal and un- 
disputable proofs of successful reform. The day 
you strike off the bonds of slavery, experience and 
statistics prove the prophecy of Thomas Jefferson, 
that the ratio of the increase of the blacks upon a 
given basis, dimimshes, compared with the increase 
of slavery; whilst the influx of white immigration 
swallows up the great mass of the African race, in 
the progress and civilization of the “more energetic 
white. Amalgamation of the two races, 80 afiect- 
edly dreaded by some pro-slavery. men, is far less 
in the free than in the slave States; this all men 
know from observation; what a little reflection 
would have enabled them, a przort, to have deter- 
mined. Many of the more faithful and industrious 
slaves may be employed by their quandam mas- 
ters, witilst the idle and_yicious must. suffer 
the consequences of their folly. Stealing will not 
increase, as some argue, but be diminished, for vig- 
ilance will be more active,and punishment more 
certain and severe. Let candidates be started inall 
the counties in favor of a Convention, and run 
again and again, till victory shall perch on the stan- 
dard of aadres. Whether emancipation be remote 
or immediate, regard must be had _ to the rights of 
owners, the habits of the old, and the general good 
feeling of the people. ‘I'o those who cry ont for- 
ever what shall be done with the freed slaves, it will 
occur that upon this plan, no more will be left 
among us than we shall absolutely need, for we 
have every reason to suppose that many of the op- 
ponents of the movement will leave us before its 
consummation, taking their slaves with them; and 
the State ought not to, if she could,at once deprive 
herself of the slave laborers now here. 

Then let us, having no regard to the clamors of 
the ultras of the North or the South, move on un- 
shaken in our purpose, to the gloriougend. Shall 
sensible men beorever deluded by the silly cry of 
‘abolitionists;’ is this nat becoming:not. only ridi- 
culous, but contemptible? Cap younot see that 
many base demagogues haye been crying out wolf, 
whilst they were playing the traitors to their 
ty‘and the ntry: for pe

I 
cali upon all Kentucky to speak out upon this sub- 
ject; let each man come to the press in his own 
name; “ us hear ee all. oe not to 

who in private whisper approval in your ear, 

but denounce the open sivaatin of the same ad- 
missions. 1 do not profess to be infallible; if I am 
wrong, show me the right, no man will 
suffer more for concifiation. I listen to advice, I 
implore co ; but neither denunciation, nor per- 
secution, shall silence me; and so far as the voice 
of one individual makes up the omnipotence of 
‘public will, Isay, Kentucky shall be free. Let no 
man be'startled;a few years ago most men looked 
upon slavery as.a matter of course; a thing of ne- 
cessity, which was to live for centuries. Now, 
few*are so hardy as to deny that some 20 or 30 
years will witness its extinction. 

The time is, inmy judgment, yet nearer at hand. 
A space of three counties deep, lying along the 
Ohio river contains a decided majority.of. the pes 
ple of the State, as well as the greater part of the 
soil. How long before slaves there will be, from 
odvions causes, utterly useless? Soon, very soon 
will they find themselves bearing all the evils of 
slavery, without any, the least remuneration.— 

any man believe ‘that they will tamely sub- 

mit to this intolerable grievance? 1f slavery does 
not tumble down of itself, they will vote it down, 
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4or they will have the power, and it will be their in-| 


terest to do so. The rich interior counties of the 
Sthte have the least need of slave labor of any 
tion of the globe. The mountains are rained 
»y the decreasing population of the lowlands, and 
the*inability to consume their products, where 
slaves abound. The Green River country should 
reniember if Pan ‘ora’s box was opened again upon 
mahkind, two greater curses and forerunners of 
poverty and ruin, than slaves and tobacco, could 
not be found! Kentuckians, be worthy of your 
past fame--be heroes once more. God has not de- 
signed this most favored land to be occupied by an 
inferior race. Italian skies mantle over us, and 
morei than Sicilian luxuriance is spread beneath 
our féet. Give us free labor, and we shall indeed 
become “the garden of the world.” But what if 
not? Man was not created only for the eating of 
Indian meal; the mind—the soul must be. fed, 
as well as the body. The same spirit which 
led us to the battle field, gloriously to illustrate 
the national name, yet lives in the hearts of our 
peopl; they feel their false position: their impo- 
tency of future accomplishment. This weight 
must be removed. Kentucky must be free.
